Censors and 
doctors of the 
sixth 
Censorial district, comprising Adams, 
Fulton, 
Franklin,

counties, will 
hold their six­ 
teenth annual convention in the Court 
House, here, at 10:30 o’clock, Thurs­ 
day morning, July 27. 
Members of 
county medical societies and 
county 
censors are expected 
to be in atten­ 
dance. 
More than 125 doctors are ex­ 
pected 
to be present. 
The sessions 
last year were held at Piney Mountain 
Inn, along the Lincoln Highway. 
The meeting will be called to order 
by Dr. J . Bruce McCreary, president 
of the organization, after which re­ 
ports of the various censors in each of 
the counties represented, will be read. 
Dr. T. C. Miller, Abbottstown, is the 
censor for Adams county. 
Addresses will also be made by Dr. 
T. 
H. Weisenburg, of the 
Medico- 
Chirurgical hospital, Philadelphia, on 
the subject “Recent Advances in Neu­ 
rology”; Dr. J. F. Geraghty, of Bal­ 
timore, on the subject “Developments 
of Recent Years 
in the Specialty of 
Urology” ; and the annual address of 
the president, Dr. J . B. McCreary. 
During the morning, the annual 
election of officers will also be held. 
At the close of the sessions, the doc­ 
tors will take dinner at the Eagle Ho­ 
tel.

For the first time in ten years, a cir­ 
cus with an elephant, this one ad­ 
vertises a herd of elephants, will visit 
Gettysburg.

tember IMH.. 
It is said that the en- 
I tire show consisted of that elephant. 
The advertisement of the event fol­ 
lows: “The elephant is not only the 
largest and most sagacious animal in 
the world, but from the peculiar man­ 
ner in which it takes its fowl and 
drink of every kind with its trunk, it 
is acknowledged to be the greatest 
natural curiosity ever offered to the 
public. 
She will lay down and get up 
at command.” 
'“She will draw the cork from a bot­ 
tle,” this event was recorded in 1887 
and the author states that “in these 
days any of our dudes can do this,” 
which of course does not apply to our 
day and generation, “and with her 
trunk will manage it in such a way 
as to drink its contents. 
She is 
eleven years old, and measures up­ 
ward of fifteen feet from the end of 
her trunk to that of her tail, ten feet 
around the body, and upward of eight- 
feet high.” 
“Perhaps,” the 
advertisment con- 
| tinues, “the present generation may 
never have an opportunity of seeing 
an elephant again, as this is the only 
one in America, and this perhaps its 
last visit to these parts.”

Teacher at Hampton Has Extra Work 
But Receives Same Salary as Peda­ 
gogues in Outlying Schools. 


Plans 
Made at Conference 
Between 
Governor Sproul, Adjutant General 
Deary And Superintendent Adams. 


Red 
Men And Ladies of Pocahontas 
Council Will Participate in March. 
Pow Wow in Xavier Hall. 


Strikers Want Back Seniority Rights, 
Tension Rights And National Board 
of Adjustment. 


Parents of school children residing 
within the borough limits of Hampton 
are up in arms against the school 
directors of Reading township. 
So 
wrought up are the irate parents that 
they have drawn up a petition, signed 
it and presented it to the directors. 
The cause of the controversy is the 
overcrowded condition of the grade 
school in Hampton. 
F 'r several years past, according to 
one father having children attending 
the Hampton grade school, th** young 
folks have not been acquiring the 
education they should in the borough's 
public 
school. 
“Last year,” 
this 
same father added, “my ch»’dren re­ 
ceived more 
education from 
their 
mother at home than at school 
Up 
until the last month of school, my 
children had but one class a day.” 
A'.iurd'ng to reports from Hamp­ 
ton, the school there has been crowded 
for years by children coming from 
other schools, 
outside the 
borough 
limits, but in Reading township, and 
this year the number of pupils in at­ 
tendance is expected tq be nearly 80. 
Last year, according to reports, the 
Hampton school had 70 pupils. 
This condition, the school patrons of 
Hampton 
assert, 
necessitates 
a 
scimping of work, both by the teach­ 
er and the pupils. 
“Individual work 
is almost negligible in the school,” one 
patron declared. 
While this condition is going on in 
Hampton, with a possibility of even 
more pupils in attendance at the school 
in the fall, several schools within a 
four-mile radius of Hampton scarcely 
have enough children in attendance j 
to justify opening their doors. 
Three schools in particular are men­ 
tioned 
by the 
Hampton 
patrons. 
They are Oak Wiood, a mile and one- 
half from Hampton; Round Hill, two 
miles away, and Hoovers, located al­ 
so about tw*o miles distant. 
Last 
year the Oak Wfc>od school had 16 pu­ 
pils; Round Hill, 9; Hoovers, 16. 
Many of the children, who should 
be attending one of these schools be­ 
cause they live nearby, are going the 
extra distance into Hampton to at­ 
tend sessions there, according to those 
in touch with the situation. 
At the 
present time, one authority states, 
Round Hill does not have enough pu­ 
pils enrolled to open next year. 
It has also been pointed out that 
the teacher at the Hampton school, 
who has this extra burden of work 
thrown upon him by the disproportion­ 
ate attendance of school children, re­ 
ceives no more salary for his extra 
effort than the pedagogues in the out­ 
lying schools of Hoovers or Oak Wood. 
Charles L. Gentzler was teacher at 
Hampton last year at a salary of 
$637.60. 
Teachers at Oak Wood and 
Hoovers also received the same com­ 
pensation. 
Miss 
Haar 
has 
been 
elected to the Hampton school for the 
coming term. 
The school question came to a head 
in Hampton when the petition signed 
by a majority of the parehts of school 
children was presented to the school 
directors. 
From reliable autority, it 
was learned, however, that the direc­ 
tors have not taken action on the 
petition, and expect to stand pat for 
the present condition 
of affairs in* 
Hampton’s grade school.

The probability of the new move as 
revealed today after the President had 
been informed by Chairman Cummins 
and Senators Watson, of Indiana, and 
Kellogg, of Minnesota, of the Senate 
Interstate 
Commerce committee, of 
the details of the fruitless conference 
held by the Senators last night with, 
leading eastern railroad executives. 
The information made 
to the gov­ 
ernment through the conference, ac­ 
cording to 
additional disclosures to­ 
day, was that the three principle 
points at issue in the strike contra- 
versary were the restoration of senior­ 
ity rights and of tension rights of the 
I strikers and the setting up of a na­ 
tional board of adjustment. 
The latter was received as a new 
factor by the President, who was said 
to have 
been uninformed, that this 
was a strong point at issue. 
On the question of seniority rights 
—the really big point—the President 
was said to have been informed upon 
the statement of the railroad heads to 
the Senators, that of the 400,000 men 
who went on strike, places of 240,000 
have been filled. 
The railroads, 
it 
was said, in hiring these men guaran­ 
teed that they would be retained per­ 
m anently if competent. The employ­ 
ees, it was said, regarded this promise

Plan For Resuming Coal 
Production. 
Washington, July 
21.—Plans 
are 
being worked out by various Govern­ 
ment agencies to secure the distribu­ 
tion of the present coal production 
to the railroads, it was announced 
yesterday by Secretary Hoover. 
Mr. Hoover said that he discussed 
the question of diversion of coal to 
critical points with members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
day and while it was too early to say 
what would be developed in that di­ 
rection, he hoped they would be able 
to come forward in a day or two with 
some plan for maintaining coal dis­ 
tribution to the railroads. 
He said 
that the discussions at present had 
been confined to supplying the rail­ 
roads, but indicated that other con­ 
cerns engaged in interstate commerce 
might be considered as necessities 
arose. 
Coal Stocks Vary 
Coal stocks held by the railroads, he 
declared, varied from three months 
supplies on some roads down to stocks 
sufficient only for a week or two on 
others. 
These latter roads he said, 
would have to be supplied first. 
Mr. Hoover indicated that reliance 
may be placed upon coal imports to 
solve some of the difficulties in the 
situation. 
New England, he declar­ 
ed, is equipped to handle coal by wat­ 
er, and if imports are received in that 
section it would solve the rail trans­ 
portation difficulty there. 
The 
Lake 
Superior 
ports, 
Mr. 
Hoover continued, presented one of 
the main problems of coal distribu­ 
tion, as they need between 8,000,000 
and 10,000,000 tons between now and 
September 15. 
The normal Great

New York, July 21—The diamond 
and ruby-studded crown of the Haps- 
burgs, former 
rulers 
of Austria- 
Hungary, has been stolen from the 
Spanish consulate in Vienna, where 
it was placed for safe keeping after 
the 
revolution 
began, 
it 
became 
known yesterday. 
Count de Kor- 
win-Sokolowski, 
Austrian ' aviator, 
who carried the diadem from a con­ 
vent to the consulate during the first 
days of the revolution, has been sum­ 
moned to Paris. 
He sailed last Sat­ 
urday on La Savoie, to join in a hunt 
for the jewels in Vienna, Barcelona, 
Paris and probably Moscow. 
Baron Radowitz, a German noble­ 
man who spent several days last May 
with the former German Kaiser in 
Doom .and is a close friend of Soko- 
lowski, said yesterday he could not 
discuss the situation, because of his 
friendship, but admitted the crown 
had been stolen. 
Sokolowski was a noted Austrian 
flier during 
the 
war. 
When the, 
Hapsburg house, to which he is re­ 
lated, fell, he took several members 
of the Royal family out of Vienna 
by air. 
The Arch-duchess Blanca, 
of Austria, a 
princess of Bourbon, 
now living in Paris incognito, then 
told the 
Count that the 
Imperial 
crown was hidden in a convent near 
Vienna, and delegated him to get it 
safely away. 
The Count visited the convent, 
claimed the crown and flew with it 
to the consulate. 
There he obtained j 
a receipt in the name of a friend, 
fearing efforts of revolutionists 
to 
locate the diadem. 
The receipt was 
sent to the friend with careful in­ 
struction not to claim the crown, un­ 
til he had received orders, and Soko­ 
lowski went to London. 
Two months 
ago, 
German 
and 
Austrian Royalists were notified by 
underground that the receipt had been 
presented to the consulate and the 
crown removed. But the receipt was 
not presented by Sokolowski’s friend, 
and he had no recollection of its dis­ 
appearance. 
It is believed 
it was 
either lost or stolen in Paris. 
According to Baron Radowitz, the 
crown is not of great intrinsic value, 
but historically is priceless. 
Arch-, 
duchess Blanca decided to make pub­ 
lic news of the theft so that collect­ 
ors would be warned against pur­ 
chasing it.

Property Rights Main Point 
The cardinal point upon which the 
Waahington Government has insisted 
at all times is the security of valid 
American titles in Mexico to property 
of whatever nature.

Fair Compensation Demanded 
It was pointed out, however, that 
“expropriation," in any accepted sense, 
carries with it compensation on a fair 
basis to the individual property is tak­ 
en over by a government. 
And the 
Mexican government has not as yet 
moved to make such compensation to 
American citizens whose property has 
been taken.
